Falling from a street car in F street
northeast, yesterday afternoon, Thomas
Carroll, of 1239 G street northeast, sus-
tained Injuries which resulted in his
death at Casualty Hospital a few hours
later.

He was picked up unconscious and
hurried to the hospital in a private car-
riage. Examination showed a fracture at
the base of the skull. Operations to re-
move the pressure on the brain were
futile,

Mr. Carroll was on his way to his home
wt the time of the accident. As the car
paseed under the viaduct at Union Sta-
tion up the hill by Second and Third
streets northeast a sudden lureh threw
him from his position on the rear plat-
form to the pavement. The car was
stopped by Conductor R. P. Reardon and
the injured man placed In a carriage.

A member of Bricklayers' Union, No.
1, & trustee of that organization, and a
member of the financial committee, Mr.
Carroll was prominently identified with
organized labor of Washington. He was
a member of the Building Trades Coun-
cil, and was actively engaged in its pro-
motion,

Mr. Carroll was fifty-four years old, and
had lived in Washington all his life. Edu-
cated in the public and parochial schools,
he was a graduate of Gonzaga College
of this city. He is survived by his wife
and two sons, Frank and Thomas Car-
roll, jr. He was a communicant of St
Aloysius’ Catholic Church. Funeral ar-
rangements have not been made.
